The condemned man, who was 
weary and struggling with emotion 
during the last hours before his 
execution, spent his last hour with 
a Catholic. priest named Rafaei 
Ruis Soto. who was permitted to 
attend him in the death cell 

As Toral was eating his break- 
fast of chocolate and rolls he was 
interviewed by newspaper men and 
told them he was ready to die. 

Last night he received tne sacra- 
ments and spent much time in

Mexico City was quiet and only a 


few persons were in the streets 
near the penitentiary when Tora! 
faced the firing squad. Ap- 
parently there was nothing unus- 
ual elsewhere in the city, although 
it was said that in many private 
homes there were private services 
for the condemned man. 

Toral slept from some time wel! 
after midnight until about 6 
o'clock. Before 9 o’clock some of 


his cousins and other relatives en- | 


tered the prison and were permit- 
ted to witness the execution. At- 
torney-General Medina and tne 
chief officials of the police and 
district government acted as wit- 
nesses in addition to a selected 
group of newspaper men. 

The plan was to take the body 
to the home of Toral's wife or his 
parents. Burial will probably be 
tomorrow, but the time and place 
may not be announced so as to 
prevent crowds. 

During his last hours Toral re- 
péated his previous assertions that 
his deed was motivated by what 
he hed thought was for good. De- 
claring both himself and his family 
reconciled to his death. Toral told 
one of his lawyers who was per- 
mitted to see him last night: 

“One must not fear death be- 
cause it separates a person from 
relatives and friends. On the con- 
trary, death links them together 
with stronger spiritual ties; Hence 
I hope always to be among you.” 

Prayers, a visit with his family. 
took up his last night. With the 
arrival of his wife and his ne'y 
born baby, accompanied -by his fa- 
ther and mother—a special privil- 
ege allowed by the authorities—he 
squared his shoulders and assumed 
a cheerful mien.

Jacob Levy, who “just loved to 
shoot craps” and lost $700 Thurs- 
day, part of which belonged to an- 
other man, was shot to death at 
11:80 o’clock last night in a base- 
ment speakeasy at 621 Pine street. 

The proprietor, Samuel Green- 
berg. and his ‘bartender, Isadore 
Levitt, declared Levy was shot by 
two holdup men. Nevertheless, 


Central Trust Co. are discussing the 
possibilities of a union to fortity 
the lirst National’s boast of “larg- 
est bank.” which was undisputed 
until the recently announced merg- 
er of the Mercantile Trust Co. and 
the National Bank of Commerce.

planation being given that the 
growth of business and the size of 


bank loans had placed the large 
baniss in a better position to bid 
for bike financial. items, St.Louis 
banks, in order to compete in this 
territory with Chicago and New | 
York financial concerns, have 
found it more practicable to merg~ 
than to operate independently. 
The last two years have seen 
several such mergers in St. Louis. 
The First National. formed 10 years 
ago by a merger of the Third 
National and Mechanics-American 
Banks and the St. Louis Union 
Trust Co., absorbed the Interna- 
tional Bank. The Franklin Bank 
and the American Trust Co.-merged 


to form the Franklin-American 
Trust Co. The Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co. and the Merchants-La- 
clede National Bank merged to 


form the Mississippi Valley Mer- 
chants Trust Co The Mercantile 
and Bank of Commerce merged to 
form a depository as yet unnanied. 

Larger Than First National. 

The Mercantile-Commerce mer- 
ger. according to the St. Louis 
Clearing House figures for last 
Dec. 31, involved joint resources 
Of $164,965,696, exceeding by a 
comparatively narrow margin the 
First National's resources of $1690,- 
095,094. Speculative observers 
point out that if the First Nation- 
al joined its resources with the 
$53,082,892. of the Liberty Central, 
it would hold first place again 
undisputed with a total of $2153.- 
177,986.

Green- 
berg. reading a paper, was sitting 
on a stool in front of the bar. 
Levitt was on duty behind the bar. 

Two young men entered. One 
fiourished a pistol and ordered: 
“Stick ‘em up.” Almost immedi- 
ately two shots were fired. Green- 
berg said he looked up from his 
paper, and Levitt said he rose up 
from behind the bar, in time to 
see the two men backing out and 
Levy staggering across the floor 
to a table where he collapsed, 

As a motive for the shooting, 
they suggested Levy may have at- 
tempted to run from the robbers. 

No Weapon Found.

Blood stains were found at the 
saloon entrance and inside; also on 
currency in Greenberg's pockets. 
Greenberg explained that, in his 
excitement, he had taken the 
money from his pocket and wiped 
Levy's wounds, mistaking the 
money for a handkerchief.

Asa Keyes, former district attorney 
of Los Angeles County was con- 
victed here last night with Ben 
Getzoff and Ed Rosenberg of con- 
spiracy to bribe. 

The jury of 10 women and two 
men, after deliberating three and 
a half hours, upheld the State's 
charges that the Heyes received 
$165,000 and other considerations 
for lax prosecution of fraud cases. 
All three defendants, who will he 
sentenced Monday announced they 
would appeal if a new trial is ot 
granted. The penalty for conspiracy 
to bribe is one to 14 years. 

Prosecutor Goes to Jail. 

Keyes, who for 26 years had 
been connected with the District 
Attorney's office, and for six years 
County Prosecutor, did not change 
his expression during the reading 
of the verdict. Getzoff, whose con- 
viction was pronounced first, sat 
immobile as he hac throughout the 
32-day trial. 

Rosenberg fainted and had not 
recoveréd sufficiently to sit up 
when court adjourned.

THE STATE INCOME TAX. 

One reason why Missouri is in financial straits is 

that she is collecting less money under the State in- 

come tax law than she formerly collected. The col- 

lections for the past seven years have been as fol- 
lows:

That is, since the collections reached their peak in 
1926 they have declined $638,513.95. The State Audi- 
tor, L. D. Thompson, ascribes this decrease (1) 
to the diminished vigor of the State in collecting the 
tax, (2) to an amendment in 1927 which exempted in- 
dividuals and domestic corporations in Missouri! from 
paying the.State income tax upon income earned out- 
side Missouri. The law formerly provided that indi- 
viduals and domestic corporations resident in Mis 
souri must pay the State income tax upon al] net in- 
come, whether earned in Missouri or outside. 
Edmond Koeln, who collects the tax in St. Louis, 
blames this change in the law chiefly for a decrease 
in the collections here from $2,444,949.62 in 1925 to 
$2,203,347.14 in 1927. 

The first cause assigned. by Mr. Thompson lies to 
a@ great degree at the doorstep of the Legislature 
itself. In 1925 it authorized a force of four field 
agents to check up income-tax returns, trace eva- 
sions and get after delinquents. The result was that 
the collections rose from $3,606,374.38 in 1925 to 
$4,336,117.42 in 1926. The action of the Legislature 
gained the State in a single year $729,743.04, yet the 
Legislature of 1927 failed to follow up the good work 
accomplished. The result is indicated by the re- 
turns. Without enyeng particularly after them, many 
people ignored the tax,’ which may be said to be paid 
to a considerable extent at this time by volunteers. 
This notwithstanding the tax law has the impressive 
affirmation of the Missourl Supreme Court. Mr. 
Thompson thinks that suits already instituted against 
people who did not pay the tax.last year will bring 
the total for 1928 to $4,000,000, but the simple truth 
is that unless the Legislature puts a special force in 
the field to accelerate payment of the tax it will be 
widely evaded. 

This ought to make the obligation of the present 
Legislature sufficiently obvious. if we are going 
to have a State income tax, it should be fairly ap 
plied and not Jeft to the voluntary action of anybody. 
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ANOTHER OLD CUSTOM PASSES. 

The street car company is going to abandon the 
Vandeventer line, which marks the end of one of 
the oldest and most honorable of local customs—that 
of waiting for the Vandeventer car. 

It is not going to be easy to forego a practice that 
has been known to two generations of St. Louisans. 
The confessiow now made by the company, that the 
line serves no good purpose, confirms the intimation 
of the service itself that it was not really serious. 
When there was a ball game at the old National 
League Park, of course, the Vandeventer line was 
roused from sloth and took in fares at a lively rate; 
but at all other times it was one with the Tooner- 
ville trolley. 

Perhaps the company, in abandoning the line, will 
satisfy public ¢uriosity at the end by telling how 
many Vandeventer cars there really were.

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THE JUICY CENSUS PLUM. 

Our politicians do love their spoils. Witness the 
Senate's opposition to Senator Bruce's amendment to 
the census bijl, which proposes that the census be} 
taken by civil service appeintees. In the House the 
opposition will be more vehement. 

The decennial census always has been a spoils job. 
Supervisors are paid $2500 for a few weeks’ work. 
The enumerators pick up an easy per diem. The dis- 
tribution of this patronage helps the statesmen at 
Washington in their home districts. 

The Bruce amendment isnot designed especially to 
save money, but rather to have the work done more 
efficiently. Further, the 1930 census contemplates a 
more extensive inventory. Data heretofore omitted 
are to be procured in order that the administration 
may dea! intelligently with a number of subjects like- 
ly to require its attention. 

Among the opponents of the merit system as ap- 
plied to the taking of the census is Senator Harris of 
Georgia, who recently stepped into fame as author 
of the additiona] $24,000,000 appropriation for probi- 
bition enforcement. Professing admiration for the 
merit system, ordinarily, he thinks it impracticable 
in this instance and cheapness difficulties. The 
Civil Service Commission, however. has swept aside 
the Harris objections. It insists it can supply the 
requisite staff of qualified men by competitive ex- 
amipations apd engages to deliver a more accurate 
cen sus. 

But it is a juicy plum, this census. There are 
100,000 jobs and $40,000,000 to be expended. The pol- 
iticlans won't hand that treasure over to the civil 
service reformers—not without a struggtiec. 
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Does anybody doubt now that the groundhog saw 
his shadow? 
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DO WE NEED MORE POLICE? 

Most of the big cities in the United States are 
increasing their police protection. They admit the 
inadequacy of old safeguards in dealing with crime 
in the automobile age. 

This is a matter which St. Louis should consider 
while the Legislature is in session. New York, Chi- 
cago, Detroit, Cleveland and other big cities, 
are putting on more police. Like ourselves, they find 
that as soon as darkness sets in the automobile 
bandit makes it unsafe for citizens to venture out. 
The response of these other cities is to increase 
the protection. What is St. Louis going to do about 
it? The December grand jury had al) the principal 
peace officers of the city before it and this is what 
it said about the police force: 


It is the opinion of the grand jury that the 
prime need for the better enforcement of the 
criminal laws in the city of St. Louis is the en- 
largement of the Police Department to such an 
extent that it may be able to cope adequately 
with the criminal class, which it cannot do with 
the limited number of police at the present time. 

The grand jury can do no more along these 
lines than has been done by other grand juries, 
that is, to emphasize again the seriousness of 
the loca] situation and the necessity for action 
by the Legislature to strengthen the laws for the 
protection of the citizens against the violence 
and depredation of the.criminal class. 

The police force of St. Louis is fixed by statute 
at 1600 officers and men. In seven years it has in- 
creased by only 150 patrolmen. There are now 25 
policemen to the square mile. The Chief of Police 
told the grand jury that this is inadequate in deal- 
ing with modern crime. There is no move before 
the Legislature at this time to act upon the grand 
jury’s advice. There should be. If other cities can- 
not cope with crime except by increasing police 
protection, it is improbable that St. Louis can solve 
this perilous problem in some other way. 
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THE GROUNDHOG TRADITION. 

After keeping a lonely but precise vigil on both 
Feb. 1 and Feb. 2 for several years, Mr. Hugh Tur- 
ney, trapper and hunter in the vicinity of St. Joe, 
Ark., reports that there is “nothing to the ground- 
hog day” story. 

On Feb. 1 and 2, says Mr. Turney, there was a 
heavy snow in the St. Joe vicinity. Yet he found 
no trace of ground-hog tracks. It is his opinion, then, 
that “when the season is right, the ground hog wil] 
know instinctively and come out of his hole,” with- 
out reference, evidently to the calendar or future 
weather.

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A PENSION FOR MRS. GOLDBERGER. 


Congress should deem it a privilege to pass a bill 
(S. 5473) providing a pension of $150 a month for | 
Mrs. Joseph Goldberger, if, indeed, it does not see fit | 
to increase the amount. 

Mrs. Goldberger is the widow of Dr. Goldberger, 
an employe of the United States Public Health Serv: | 
ice, who died recently after a brilliant career. For 
his work on pellagra he earned the gratitude of the | 
country and the first expression of that gratitude 
should be to care for his family. Pellagra is a defi- 
ciency disease which has carried off thousands of 
persons, especially’in the South. Dr. Goldberger dis- 
covered its cause, -its cure and the means of pre- 
vention. ° 

While Dr. Goldbefger was engaged in the study of 
pellagra, the view was widely held that it was a germ 
disease. By subjecting himself and his wife to the 
most unpleasant experiments he exploded that the 
ory. He proceeded to demonstrate that pellagra, the 
“poor man’s disease,” is caused by lack of proteins in 
the diet, or food qualities found in milk and fresh 
meats. But this did not solve the problem. because 
pellagra victims usually cannot afford to buy those 
foods. Dr. Goldberger continued his researches unti] 
be found a cheap substitute for them in dried. yeast, | 
which coutains the element he named PP, or pella- | 
gra preventire. 

_ Aside from his work on pellagra, Dr. Goldberger 
added to our knowledge of typhus fever, measles, den- 
gue and the straw-mite disease. He gave himself 
unremittingly to his labors, and contracted typhus 
fever, dengue and yellow fever while studying those 
diseases. His untimely death was a distinct loss to 
medical science. 

In the matter of generosity to scientific men in its 
service the United States has been grossly remiss. 
One example is the niggardly treatment of Dr. Walter 
Reed and his associates after their work on yellow 
fever. Dr. Reed died shortly after bis return from 
Cuba, and among his last words were his regrets that 
he was leaving so little to his family. Congress 
gave his widow a pension of only $1500 a year. It 
voted the same sum for the widow of Dr Carroll, and 
for Mrs. Lazear, whose husband died after volun 
tarily inoculating himself with yellow fever germs 
A soldier, Private Kissenger,. who Nkewise risked his 
life and later became a hopeless invalid, got $115 and 
@ gold watch. 

A Government hospital in Washington is named for 
Dr. Reed and a battery in Baltimore harbor is named 
for Dr. Lazear. No doubt Dr. Goldberger wil] be eim 
ilarly honored. That, however, will not solve the fi- 
nancial problem of his widow.

Passports—For Revenue Only 


In 1920, for no good reason, the United States passport fee was increased from $2 
to $10; this resylted in a corresponding increase for foreign visas; Americans 
who go to France, England and Italy must pay $10 to each of those countries, 
whereas a German making the same tour would pay $1.20 for his Passport and 
$2 each for his visas; a reduction in our passport fee would automatically reduce 


visas charges.

{In 1888, after a charge of $5 during part 
of the Civil War and most of the currency- 
inflation period that followed, the regular 
charge for all passports was made $1. An 
application fee of $1 was added in 1917. 
These figures stood unti)] 1920, when there 
was an increase to $10. of which $1 is for 
the application and $9 for the passport. 
Since 1926, the Secretary of State, in his 
discretion, may extend the ordinary two- 
year passport for two additional years to 
bona fide teachers without extra cost. If 
& passport application is filed through the 
clerk of a state court, as permitted in some 


localities, the state may retain the appli- . 


cation fee. Nearly al) applications come 
through Federal channels. The visa fee 
is the same as the passport fee. The high 
American charges are directly and solely 
responsible for the visa fees Americans 
have to pay to the British. French. Italian 
and severa) other Governments. A redne- 
tion of the American visa charges to $2 
would’ automatically reduce practically all 
of the high foreign visa charges to the 
same sum Congress in 1925 authorized the 
President to reduce visa fees or abolish 
them altogether in case of non-immigrants 
whose own countries would make reciprocal 
arrangements with the United States. No 
such reciprocal agreements have yet been 
announced. 


The State Department issues about 209, 
000 American passports a year. This gives 
the Government an annual revenue of ap- 
proximately $2,000,000. or one-third more 
than the tota) annual appropriation for the 
State Departmient. The appropriation for 
the Passport Rureau ip $63.000. If the cost 
of & passport is meant to reimburse the 
Government for its expense in giving to its 
traveling citizens an identification docu- 
ment. the price is extortionate. 


If the passport charge,is a revenue meas- 
ure—and such a purpose is univeras}ly con- 
demneg by the best international opinion— 
it is grossly unfair, because tt must be paid 
largely by a scattered, uninflventia! group.
